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AGAIN AT HABLBM. 

The local raciog scene shifted yesterday from 
Hawthorne to Hailem and, as is almost always 
the case before horses ^et accustomed to a 
change of tracks, there were some form varia- 
tions. Egbart's and Brigade’s races yesterday 
were good examples of this. 

It was a hot, sultry afternoon but the card 
offered by Secretary Xathanson was a very at- 
tractive one and a crowd of over 3,000 sweltered 
in the grandstand and betting ring. 

Carnero’s good race. Brigade’s bad one and 
Egbart’e form somersault were the main fea- 
tures. 

Carnero, who is naturally a horse of high 
class, but has been a cripple for over a year, 
was in the fifth event at a mile and one-six- 
teenth, along w itb a pretty good lot, which 
included John Baker, who was made favorite 
over the field at 8 to 5 and less. That Carnero 
is once more at himself he clearly demonstrated. 
He trailed in behind his horses until the stretch 
was reeched and then went to the front on call. 
Carnero ran the last mile in 1 :39^. John Baker 
ran a fair sort of a race, bnt had to be con- 
tented with third place. Monk Wayman beating 
him three-quarters of a length. 

The Brigade race had a bad look and will be 
likely to get someone into trouble. The horse 
looked like a sura winner in the fourth, a 
mile condition race, and 9 to 20 was the best 
price ever offered against him, and it seamed 
then that the pencilers were giving away their 
money. Brigade got away fourth but had no 
speed whatever, and down the back itretch 
dropped ten lengths back of the last horse. 
Flick, who rode Brigade, seemed to bs hunch- 
ing and urging the horse for all he was worth 
but it was of no use. He plodded in behind 
the bunch until the bead of the stretch where 
it seemed for an instant that be was going to 
display some speed bnt he never did. After 
the finish. Espionage having won easily from 
Pay the Fiddler, an angry mob gathered around 
the jndge’s stand and for an instant a sta mpede 
' looked possible. 

The judges called Flick up and also Owner 
E. R. Bradley, but neither could explain the 
horse’s bid showing. In fact. Flick was crying 
so bitterly that ha conld not talk at all. 
Brigade did not carry either whip or spur and 
the judges were at sea as to what action to 
tiks. They finally declared the race no con- 
test, bat will further investigate the matter. 

Egbsrt, with 116 pounds up, finished fourth 
to Bon Jour, Uarda and Einstein in his last 
ont, which was at Hawthorne last Friday. The 
race wa a at a mile and a sixteenth and was run 
in 1:18. Yesterday Egbart was in at a mile and 
an eighth and with ten pounds less weight he 
won in a romp in 1:551. Einstein in the same 
race finished a bad fifth. The Harlem track is 
evidently Egbart’s choice. Still he has the 
reputation of being a bad horse and a rank in 
and outer. This considered, the horse was 
backed from 21 to 1 down to 2 to 1. 

Graziella showed her heels to a fast lot of 
sprinters in the third race. The talent always 
overlooks this filly and she went to the post at 
5 to 1. Mathews rode her, and waiting in a 
good position until the stretch was reached he 
then made his move and Qraziella responding 
like a good race mare came on and won by two 
lengths from Caucva. 

The first race fnrnisbed an accident and also 
a big surprise. The accident happened to Erla 
d’Or who got tangled up on the far turn and 
went down with jockey A. Booker. It was a 
bad looking fall, and Booker was lucky in 
escaping alive. The surprise was the fact that 
Willie Newcom rode the winner, Zaza. It has 

been about a year sines this jockey finished in 

front. 



The last race went to Maggie Davis. This 
filly is very speedy and by getting a long lead 
early she managed to last long enongh to win.

“Virginia” Bradley has at last put what pos- 
sibly may be the last nail in Boney Boy’s coffin. 
The honest little “iron horse” pulled up very 
lame in bis last race, and the veterinary says he 
has broken down. It was about this time last 
season that Traverser dropped dead. This may 
teach Bradley a lesson in humanity.

Mr. James R, Keene is opposed to the use of 
the starting machine, and said of in a recent 
interview: 

“The nse or discontinuance of the starting 
gate is the most absorbing qnestion now con- 
fronting the Jockey Club, and one that from its 
importance can only be decided after the fnllest 
consideration. Personally I am opposed to its 
use and have been consistently so for a long 
period, bnt I realize that other gentlemen as 
well able to form a correct opinion as I favor 
it. I am aware that the English Jockey Club 
has, after a thorongh discussion, decided to 
give it a trial, and mainly, I think, because its 
use iu Australia has been snccesefnl. 

“Whether the gate used there is superior to 
that used here, or whether ‘the ms n at the gate’ 
there maneges to seenre satisfactory results 
which have not been attained here, is a matter 



about which I have no precise information. 
I only know that American experience with it 
has bean exasperating and disappointing, and 
that among the trainers and practical horse- 
men few will be found to dispute the 
opinion that it has signally failed to satisfy 
expectations and should, therefore, bs abau- 
doned and a return made to the old method of 
starting. Starter Fitzgerald thinks, however, 
that without a starting gate he might be less 
successful than with one, and might fail alto- 
gether. This raises a difficulty when wa come 
to consider whether it would be advisable to 
discontinue it. We are now in the middle of 
the racing season and experiment, ordinarily 
hazardous, becomes more formidable when so 
many interests must be protected. Therefore, 
any radical change now is hardly likely, bnt a 
partial remedy might bs found in the continu- 
ance of the gate without the recall. We cer- 
tainly should get as good results as in Australia. 
Should it fail to give sasisfacticn, then the 
whole qnestion of starting must be taken up 
seriously for solution.” 



A meeting of the stewards of the Jockey Club 
was held at the Brighton Beach track Saturday 
afternoon. The cancelled contract between 
William H. Clark and Jockey Daniel Maher was 
submitted. Thomas Hitchcock Jr. was ap- 
pointed steward to represent the Jockey Club 
for the first ten days of the Saratoga meeting.

Tom Griffin made a mistake at Brighton 
Beach Saturday that greatly amused bis 
enemies, of which bs has a plenty. It was in 
connection with the Choice Stakes, for which 
M. J. Dwyer’s Trumpet and Shoreham ran first 
and second and his own colt Knightbanneret 
third. The incident is thus described in a New 
York newspaper : 

“The Beach crowd is essentially democratic, 
and cheers rent the air when Trumpet and his 
stable mate led home the fleln. These cheers 
turned to hisses when H. T. Griffin, better 
known as ’the man with the halier,’ bid 
np the winner to nearly doable his entered 
selling price. Mr. Dwyer, who had been 
helped from bis seat in the stand to the track, 
retained his horse for $t,905. Mr. Griffin was 
of the opinion that the Dwyer entry counted 
as one hurss, and that as his own colt. Knight- 
banneret, ran third he would receive half of 
any amonnt over $1 000 bid for Bhureham. Bnt 
he reckoned without bis hoit, as the eastern 
rules differ from those iu force in the west, 
whence the ‘halter man’ comes. The Choice 
Stakes — deducting entry fees and half the extra 
bid, which goes to the association — netted Mr. 
Dwyer $1,017.” 

John Miller, who is shipping horses between 
Lexington, Ky., and New York and other east- 
ern points, arrived at Lexington Friday with a 
load, including F. F. V. and Ways and- Means. 
Angnst Belmont sent the stallion St. Bartholo- 
mew to hie Nursery Stud and J. B. Haggin sent 
the thiea-year-old fall sister to Sir Walter to be 
bred to Salvator. Ways and Means has been 
fired and turned out, and the operation will be 
applied to F. F. V. 



HAWTHORNE RULINGS. 

The official rulings of the judges at Hawthorne 
in certain recent cases of notoriety are as fol- 
lows: 

“On July 12 we suspended Jockey T. Butter 
for bis suspicions actions and being left at the 
post on the horse Uhler in the fourth race that 
day. 

“At the post his every action was suspicious. 
He kept palling bis horse up and around con- 
tinuously, and at no time did he allow him to 
remain still. When the starter gave the word 
to a perfect start his horse was perfectly straight 
and he deliberately snatched him up and around. 

“Rutter’s explanation tons after the race was 
that the horse had on a new bridle and he could 
not at any time control him. The horse was 
equipped in this race just the same as in all his 
previous races aft this track, and in his subse- 
quent races, with different jockeys in the saddle, 
wearing the same bridle and otherwise equipped 
the same each start as the race in question, 
showed beyond any question of doubt to bewery 
quiet and gentle at the post and willing to break 
perfectly every opportunity, making Rutter’s 
explanation simply ridiculous. 

“His riding on various occasions has not been 
above suspicion and he seems to have a habit 
of getting left at the post on favorites, as evi- 
denced by bis riding elsewhere on occasions 
where we have officiated this season, being left 
twice in one day. 

“We are satisfied now as we were the day of 
the race, that he had no intention whatever of 
accepting a start and that he deliberately got 
left at the poet. 

“His snspension from all privileges will con- 
tinue indefinitely and we further recommend to 
the license committee of the American Turf 
Congress that his license as jockey be revoked 
forthwith. 

“For inconsistent racing daring this meeting 
we recommend that the entry of the horses 
Einer, Uarda, Hardly and Robert Bonner be 
refused hereafter at Hawthorne.

American jockeys, Lester Reiff, “Skeets”

the birth place and home of modern racing.
